The closest prior art Mohanty et al (US 2003/0216496) and Ohme et al (US 
2004/024803) do not disclose or suggest the presently amended limitation of claims 
8,11 and 14-15 "said inorganic porous material on which said flame retardancy- 
imparting component is supported has a diameter of from 25 nm to 150 nm in the resin 
composition". 

As a result, claims 8-15 are allowed.
